Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 44-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gaffard (US 4265539). 

Re elms 44-46: Gaffard discloses a method for optical system coherence testing 
comprising the steps of: in an optical system aligning a light source (2) with an 
apparatus designed for optical system coherence testing (1) and with a means to - 
observe interference patterns (23-27), transmitting light trough the apparatus designed 
for optical system coherence testing, and observing interference patterns from said 
transmitted light with the means to observe interference patterns (Gaffard Cols 3-4) and 
an electronic photographic recording medium (Col 4 lines 33-42). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 33-37,41 ,42 and are allowed. 

A 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest that the incident light is non-perpendicular or 
simultaneous testing or that a demodulator reticle is used all in conjunction with the rest 
of the claimed subject matter.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9-3-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In regard to claims 44-46 the applicant argues that Gaffard does not 
disclose a recording medium. However, Gaffard does disclose a recording medium in 
that Gaffard discloses five photoelectric receivers (Gaffard Col 3 lines 49-50). In the 
applicants specification the applicant defines the recording medium as "a variety of 
recording media, both photographic and electronic, can be used. This includes, but is 
not limited to: ...charged coupled devices, photodiodes, and other electronic image 
detection technologies" (Specification p. 16 paragraph 67). The five photoelectric 
receivers of Gaffard are photodiodes (Gaffard Col 5 lines 34-35) and therefore Gaffard 
discloses a recording medium as claimed.
